4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b or e) as being anticipated 



by Wicks et al. (US 6128475).

Regarding claim 1 , Wicks shows: 

Two mutually slidable movable parts (11,13) which are electrically connected and data 
are transmitted between them; 

A retracted position (fig. 2) and its first group of functions (col. 3, lines 15-24); 
An open position (fig. 1) and its second group of functions (col. 3, lines 25-44). 

Regarding claims 5-6, Wicks shows: 
The phone (fig. 1); 

The first part (13) having keypad (keys 14) and a body (body 13); 
The second part (11) having a display (12); 
These two parts (1 3, 1 1 ) are slidable; 

The retracted position (fig. 2) where a first portion (12 in fig. 2) of the display is 
accessible through an opening (see display area in fig. 2), and permits to display a 
phone number (col. 3, lines 15-24); 

The open position (fig. 1 ) where a second portion (12 in fig. 1 ) of the display which 
permits to display additional data such as text (col. 3, lines 25-44). 

6. Claims 1 -8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lee et 
al. (US 6243595). 
Regarding claim 1 , Lee shows: 

Two mutually slidable movable parts (2, 7) which are electrically connected and data 
are transmitted between them; 
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A retracted position (fig. 1 ) and its first group of functions (half screen function); 
An open position (fig. 2) and its second group of functions (full screen function). 

Regarding claims 2-8, Lee shows: 

The two parts (2, 7) can be separated (col. 8, lines 24-26) and can carry a third group of 

functions (no fig. 9 operation, operation of fig. 10, col. 2, lines 26-31); 

One part (2) carries a group of basic function, including a memory aid (col. 2, lines 26- 

31 , fig. 10), the other part (7) is in the form of a separable function module (fig. 9); 

The sliding controls the activation or deactivation of at least one function (col. 3, lines 1- 

5, col. 5, lines 55-59); 

The phone (1); 

The first part (7) having keypad (8) and a body (body 7); 
The second part (2) having a display (4); 
These two parts (7, 2) are slidable; 

The retracted position (fig. 1) where a first portion (4 in fig. 1) of the display is 
accessible through an opening (see display area in fig. 1 ), and permits to display a 
phone number (phone operation); 

The open position (fig. 2) where a second portion (4 in fig. 4) of the display which 
permits to display additional data such as text (col. 3, lines 38-40, see also keys 8.14- 
8.19). 
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7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 2-4, and 7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wicks et al. in view of Lee et al.. 

Regarding claims 2-4 and 7, Wicks shows the two slidable parts (see comments above). 
Wicks differs from the claimed invention in that it does not show that the two slidable 
parts are separable, and the sliding controls the activation or deactivation of at least one 
function. 

However, Lee teaches providing the two parts (2, 7) which can be separated (col. 8, 
lines 24-26) and can carry a third group of functions, including a memory aid (no fig. 9 
operation, operation of fig. 10, col. 2, lines 26-31 ). Lee further teaches that the sliding 
controls the activation or deactivation of at least one function (col. 3, lines 1-5, col. 5, 
lines 55-59). 

Hence, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Wick's 
slidable parts with the concept of the separable feature as taught by Lee, the 
modification allows the main body to operate fully on its own (col. 1 , lines 8, lines 24-26, 
col. 2, lines 26-31 in Lee), and further allows it to be detached on the application of a 
significant force to it and subsequently to simply be reattached without damage to the 
device (col. 3, lines 6-10 in Lee). 
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The combination further shows that the sliding controls the activation or deactivation of 
at least one function (col. 3, lines 1-5, col. 5, lines 55-59 in Lee).
